SENATOR CARMACK IS KILLED 


Senator Carniack Killed—18 pi. 
Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 9.—As a se­ 
quel to the recent bitter democratic 
primary for the gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation, Hon. Edward Carmack, for- 
mer I luted States Senator from Ten­ 
nessee, vs as shot and killed in street 
duel here today by «ooin Cooper, a 
young attorney. 
Young Cooper was 
wounded in the shoulder by a bullet 
from Carmack’s revolver and is to­ 
night under police surveilance in a 
local hospital. 
His condition is not 
serious. 
Carniack was wounded three times 
in the neck, the breast and the left 
shoulder. 
Dr. Duncan B. Cooper, the 
father of the young man, was with 
his son during the affray, but did 
not fire a shot. 
It is said he stood 
with pistol in hand.

tonight at police headquarters. 
The direct cause of the killing is a

Tennesseean, a daily paper of which 
Mr. Carniack became editor after his 
defeat for the nomination for gov­ 
ernor.
